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Science At Work

The speed of cheetahs and mice, 
the dark world of the night mon­ 
key and strange hallucinations for 
chickens are subjects for science 
at work. 


The cheetah may well be the 
swiftest 
surface 
transportation 
without wheels. 


Now, with the help of slow-mo- 
tion movies, scientists have a bet­ 
ter idea of how the cheetah and 
other animals walk, run and jump. 


The cheetah, for instance, trav­ 
eling 60 miles per hour, takes as 
many as 34 strides a secondh­ 
and each stride covers 22 to 26 
fee 
At moderate speeds mice 
take up to 12 strides per second 
—bu! 
when they pour on the 
speed they take fewer, but longer 
strides. The adult elephant takes 
only one stride a second. 


Dr. Milton Hildenbrand, Univer­ 
sity of California zoologist from 
Davis, Calif., found that walking 
and running habits vary with body 
weight, shape, speed and agility. 
The 
variations 
are 
wide 
and 
finny. 
A human runner has one foot 
on the ground about half of the 
time 
But an animal called the 
Hopping Spring Hass, an African 
rodent, can keep its body in the 
air 85 per cent of the time 


For those insomniacs who like 
to think of themselves as night; 
people there is a counterpart in 
the animal world. On Barro Colo­ 
rado Island in the Panama Canal 
Zone there is a night monkey. 
Called Aotus Trivirgatus, he’s 
rarely seen during the day. He 
spends the sunlit hours asleep in 
tree holes, sometimes huddled to­ 
gether with fellow monkeys. But 
after twilight he joins a troop of

and 
feeds 
on 
frogs, insects and leaves. He has 
big golden eyes, uses his hands 
almost as well as a human, is 
very intelligent, lean, clean and 
extremely agile, say scientists of 
the Smithsonian Institution 


What makes chickens in a flock 
sometimes turn cannibalistic? It's 
a 
serious problem 
for poultry 
farmers who pen large numbers 
of birds together. 
Dr Martin W. Schem of Penn­ 
sylvania State University is using 
tiny electric shocks to prod the 
brains of chickens—and find what 
part of the brain is behind which 
kind of behavior 
In some experiments, he’s ap­ 
parently produced hallucinations 
in chickens by the shock tech­ 
nique—at least the birds seem to 
be reacting to something rn the 
thin air. Shocks to another area

they are stopped the chicken get: 
up and moves around again. Var­ 
ious parts of the brain have beer.

Donald Robertson said the present 
system was not legal. 
Reapportioning 
into 
delegate 
districts means that some sparse­ 
ly - populated, adjoining counties 
would be included in one district 
represented by one or more dele­ 
gates. That is essentially the pro­ 
posal made in two bills introduced 
Wednesday, one by House Major­ 
ity Leader W. T. Brotherton Jr. 
and the other by Del. Jack R. 
Nuzum, D-Randolph. 
Brotherton's bill would set up 
seven 
delegate 
districts, 
each 
with two or three counties repre­ 
sented by a single delegate. The 
bill would set up districts includ­ 
ing Pleasants and Tyler, Ritchie 


and Doddridge, Calhoun, Gilmer 
!and Wirt. Hampshire and Mor­ 
gan, Hardy and Grant, Barbour 
and Tucker and Pendleton and 
Pocahontas. 
All of those counties now have 
one delegate each 
Under the bill. Berkeley, Boone, 
B r o o k e and Hancock Counties, 
now 
with 
one 
delegate 
each,! 
would get two apiece, and Fay-, 
ette and Logan, each with four, 
would have three 
Mercer, Ohio and Wood Coun­ 
ties would go from three to four 
delegates e a c h while McDowell 
would lose one of its five dele­ 
gates. 


The bill would give Kanawha 


County 14 delegates, three more 
than its present l l .

the 19 3 0’s who 
risked their ca reers a nd ev en liv es fig hting the 
Cmnmies. These new fello ws ha v e no mo re rig ht 
to ex pect the o ld line Co nserv a tiv es to g o a lo ng 
with them tha n the Co mmies ha d a rig ht to ex pect 
No rma n Tho ma s to g o a lo ng wltii them. 
As for my self. I have alway s held to the position 
fliat unless a man is an American citizen he has no 
right to interfere in our affairs.

Negroes, dogcatchers, tax collectors or even the guy s 
who write TV cwnmercials. 
Hate seems to be a 
necessary ingredient. Hitler parlay ed a choice of two 
(Jews and Reds> into a power grab that came close 
to toppling the civilized world.”

U. S. - European Association In Common Market 


WASHINGTON 
During the past ten day s, the 
naticx ial capital has unobtrusively 
received two distinguished visitors. 
The 
remarkable 
Frenchman, 
Jean Monnet. the almost single- 
handed originator 
of European 
Union, arrived first. But he was 
soon followed by Eldwart Heath, 
Lord Privy Seal, who is the Brit­ 
ish minister charged with nego­ 
tiating Britain’s entry into the 
European Common Market. 
Both men came for the same 
basic reason, because they want­ 
ed to test the Washington climate 
for themselves, and to form their 
own estimate of President Ken­ 
nedy ’s chances of nassing this 
bold trade liberalization program 
at this session of Congress. 
Monnet had other business as 
well. He wanted to talk with old 
Washington friends like Undersec­ 
retary of State CJeorge Ball and 
Secretary <rf the Treasury Douglas 
Dillon about the forms that Amer­ 
ican association with the European 
Common Market ought to take, 
when and if the Kennedy trade 
program becwnes law. Reported­ 
ly , he also found time for a 
slightly 
stormy 
dinner-meeting 
with Secretary of Agriculture Or­ 
ville Freeman. 
The storminess (a rare thing 
indeed in 
Monnet’s 
encounters 
with Americans) was occasioned 
by the fact that the six present 
members of the Common Market 
are now nearing the end of their 
woi'k on a common agricultural 
policy . The task has not been 
easy , for wie main reason. l>e- 
cause the West German farm­ 
ers are ver>’ high cost producers, 
especially (rf grains, and very 
heavy voters, especially for Chan­ 
cellor Adenauer's Christian Dem­ 
ocratic Union. 
The final deal on a common 
agricultural policy has not been 
made. It may not be made this 
y ear, in fact. But the tendency is 
clear. Those countries in the Six ,

like Germany , where prices for 
farm products are high and pro­ 
tected, will be asked to bring 
their prices down a bit over a 
period. The long term aim will 
be a single European price for 
farm products. 
Meanwhile, 
eq ualization 
fees 
will be levied in such a way that 
the lower cost European farm 
producers, like the French, will 
enjoy a slight competitive ad­ 
vantage in the European market. 
European needs for farm prod­ 
ucts which cannot be locally sat­ 
isfied will then be met by im­ 
ports from this country or else­ 
where overseas 
And their i» ^- 
ports form outside Europe will 
pay a slightly higher eq ualization 
fee. 
At present the U. S. annually 
ex ports to Europe about $1.1 bil- 


lion of farm products. Of these 
ex ports, about one-third are in 
crops—wheat and other grains, 
tobacco, poultry , and veg^'abie oils 
—which will be adversely affected 
by the Common Market’s new 
agricultural policy . .According to 
Agriculture Department ex perts, 
the eventual ex port loss in this 
area oi the sensitive wie-third 
could reach 50 per ce 
with the 
heaviest loss in wheat ex ports. 
For just this reason. Secretary 
Freeman has been conducting 
a 
hard and apparently winning fi^ht 
within the Administration to have 
the President’s trade bill drafted 
in such a way to provide bargain­ 
ing leverage which may soften 
the blow to our farm ex poris. 
With good reason, he hopes there­ 
by to secure farm .state Congres­ 
sional support for th 
trade bill.

DAYS TO REMEMBER - Ad- 
ministrators of Washington, D. C., 
the national city , plan to make it 
tougher for the horde of publicity 
flacks who go around the nation 
promoting commemwative day s, 
weeks and mcx iths. 
In recent weeks, for instance, 
the commissioners of the District 
of Columbia 
have 
refused to 
issue official proclamations for 
the observance (rf National Laugh 
Week. International Shut-in Day 
and Mother-in-Law Day . They 
took a long time before they fin­ 
ally decided in favor of declaring 
nex t April 28 as Grandmother 
Day , 
To avoid future confusion on 
policy , which never has been set

While the committee is ah(Hit 
it, the c(x nmissioners have also 
called for a review of the practice 
of giving key s to the city of visit­ 
ing dignitaries and q uasi-digni­ 
taries. 
Last y ear, for instance, 123 key s 
to the city were bestowed on visi­ 
tors — most of them bona fide 
recipients, hut a few promoted by 
effective press agents. The com­ 
missioners want a policy on key s 
because they fear that indiscrimi­ 
nate bestowals will “cheapen" 
the gesture. 
It isn’t a problem of supply . The 
key s are made at Ix H-ton Reform­ 
atory . the penal institution for 
Washington. 


His debate with Monnet. by the 
same token, concern American 
agriculture’s need to keep its

AH these facts, which may seem 
at first to have no pattern, in re­ 
ality make a clear pattern. From 
this pattern two points emerge. 
First of ail. as the emerging 
threat to ^ r farm ex ports sug­ 
gests, th<> real argument for Pres­ 
ident Kennedy ’s new trade law is 
not that European Union is a 
Good Thing which we ought gen­ 
erously to encourage. The real 
argument is that the Commtm 
Market will create the gravest 
sort of ecOTiomiw problems- for 
this countr>-, unless the President 
receives the freedom of action 
needed to bargain with the Euro­ 
peans on eq ual terms. Even so, 
the anguish is likely to be consid­ 
erable in the U. S.. at least during 
the period of adjustment 
Secondly , it is notable that Mon­ 
net 
was 
not 
discussing 
this 
country ’s “joining” the Common 
Market wRh Secretary Dillon and 
the others. The Eurt^ans, in­ 
cluding even the pro-American 
Monnet, would he absolutely hor­ 
rified if the U. S. applied for 
membership in their club, because 
our national size and power would 
overshadow all the other mem­ 
bers. MTiat Monnet was discussing 
was U. S.-European “association”, 
to deal as partners with such 
specific matters as monetarj’ im­ 
balances, raw materials surpluses, 
and so on. 
In other words. European Union 
is not a (]k>od Thing b^ause it is 
the precursor of a sort of parlia­ 
ment of Western man. It is only a 
Good Thing because it promises 
to he a vital new element of 
Western strength, although a new 
element of strength w'hich will 
also have man: inconveniences 
for this country , so long accus­ 
tomed to unchallenged leadership 
and domination.

Halitosis May Originate In Mouth Or Nose 


There is a simple way to deter­ 
mine whether halitosis originates 
in the mouth or in the nose and 
throat: Ask y our 'oest friend to be 
the judge. Pinch the nostrils, hold 
the breath a moment, and allow 
the air in the mouth to escape 
without force. This is mouth air. 
Then close the lips firmly and 
ex hale forcibly through the nos­ 
trils. This breath comes from the 
nose, throat, and lungs. The air 
by -passes the mouth and when the 
odor is most noticeable from the 
nostrils, there is no sense worry ­ 
ing ahouth the teeth, tongue, or 
tonsils. Vice versa also is true. 
Common causes of halitosis are 
decay ing teeth, ^unhealthy gums, 
or low grade infections in the 
nose, sinuses, throat, or bronchial

tree. Food particles are trapped 
easily between the teeth and the 
papillae of the tongue. Halitosis 
occurs when the particles remain 
and begin to decay . 
Careful brushing is recwnmend- 
ed followed by rinsing the mouth 
with water. A half teaspoonful of 
salt can be added to a glass of 
water, plus a drop or two of 
iodine. Odors from certin foods, 
alcohol, or tobacco are difficult to 
eliminate. A substitute odor can 
be obtained with gum or clove. 
Chewing (me or two coffee beans 
also helps. 
A dry mouth encourages an of­ 
fensive breath. This may result

American policy in Laos has been highly 
inconsistent over the years. 
During 1960 and 
part of 1961 it was U. S. policy in Laos to help 
the so-called “rightist” forces represented by 
Gen. Phoumi Nosavan and Prince Boun Oum. 
They were given military and economic aid to 
meet the drive of the Communist Pathet Lao to 
take over the country. These forces showed little 
will to fight. 
So Washington shifted to an international 
effort to bring about a cease-fire in Laos. 
The 
Communists, of course, did all they could to 
make these peace efforts ineffective, 
But the 
United States was firmly lined up behind a policy 
of letting Laos have the peace it wanted. 
This meant endorsing the leadership of the 
neutralist Prince Souvannah Phouma, who is 
remarkably naive in his tendency to trust the 
good intentions of the Communists. 
Washington hoped that this course might 
prevent or at least delay a Communist victory 
in Laos, which otherwise seemed almost a cer­ 
tainty without large-scale American interven­ 
tion. 
Some sort of shaky agreement was reach­ 
ed at Geneva, and all that remained was for the 
three princes — rightist, neutralist and Com­ 
munist — to agree to the terms under which a 
coalition headed by Souvannah Phouma could 
take over. 
Their agreement has now been blocked by 
the rightist forces Washington was aiding earlier, 
who apparently fear Laos is about to be taken 
over by the Communists like China was. 
So 
Washington has started to withdraw its economic 
support from Boun Oum's government to bring 
it to heel. 
Thus the U. S. has come full circle. 
Where 
Washington previously wanted to keep Souvan­ 
nah Phouma out as premier because of his leftist 
sympathies, it now wants him as a lesser evil. 
Where Washington once supported Boun Oum 
and Phoumi Nosavan. it is now getting tough 
with them in the faint hope of saving something 
out of the wreck.

What has crept into conservatism is a vile 
disease, the fellow who sells ideals like his prede­ 
cessor sold snakr-oil. 
He has a right to his ideals 
lf there Is a moral basis for his position, as there 
was for the anti-CommunisU of the 1930’s who 
risked their careers and even lives fighting the 
Commies. 
These new fellows have no more right 
to expect the old line Conservatives to go along 
with them than the Commies had a right to expect 
Norman Thomas to go along with them. 
.As for myself. I have always held to the portion 
that unless a man is an American citizen he has no 
right to interfere in our affairs. When a fellow wants 
bo wander about the country telling the American 
people what they ought to do. he ought to become an 
American citizen 
When a fellow is in this country 
more than five years and has failed to become an 
American citizen. I want to know why he butts into 
our affairs. 
It does not matter to me whether he is 
a Russian, a German, a Britisher or an Australian, 
he ought to join up. lf he does not, there must be a 
reason. 
Sig Hall says: 
“Historically, some extremist groups in this coun­ 
try’ have started out well and good — with admirable 
objectives 
But, sooner or later — either from sub­ 
version at the top or apathy at the bottom — they 
aettle into a mass of malcontents that lean heavily on 
bate as a bonding agent. They manifest dislikes for 
whole groups of people. 
It could he Jews. Catholics. 
Negroes, dogcatchers, tax collectors or even the guys 
who write TV commercials. 
Hate seems to he a 
necessary- ingredient. 
Hitler parlayed a choice of two 
(Jews and Reds* into a power grab that came close 
to toppling the civilized world." 
When a man goes about this country advocating 
hate and collecting about $300,000 doing it, I want to 
know’ what his real mission is; what he does with the 
money collected; how much of that money is spent 
beneficially to the United States. 
I want to know’ if 
this fellow pays income taxes like the rest of us or 
whether he has discovered some gimmick for evasion. 
Recent activities among some newer conservatives 
frighten older conservatives who dislike the extremist 
positions taken by those who are emotionally opposed 
to some of the developments of this century and who 
cannot relate what they w itness to their conscience. 
In a word, enormous historic changes must be 
adjusted to current life. 
U ndoubtedly, those who 
were faced by the earliest manifestations of the 
Industrial Resolution, particularly the movement of 
• 


population from rural areas to large cities with all 
the changes that that single historic event brought 
about, were dissatisfied. 
To cite one example, 
marriage customs rhanged violently leading to 
free marriage — that is, the selection of mates not 
by parents hut by those who are to be husbands 
and wives — a change which ultimately led to 
increased divorce. 
The social changes arising from this single sociolo­ 
gical development have been enormous in W'estern 
civilization and not altogether beneficial, but even the 
Roman Catholic Church which limits divorce by Canon 
Law to annulment under specific terms has been faced 
by the fact that the change has required a new view 
of marital relationships, particularly the evils that 
arise from voluntary broken homes. 
The conservative is not a reactionary. 
He does 
not expect the Earth to stand still on its axis; nor does 
he want it to spin wildly like a ball on fire. He hopes 
that knowledge will prevail and that reason will lead 
to wisdom and propriety. This is the essential differ­ 
ence between the conservation and the reactionary.

U.S.-European Association In Common Market 


WASHINGTON 
During the past ten days, the 
national capital has unobtrusively 
received two distinguished visitors. 
The 
remarkable 
Frenchman, 
.lean Monnet, the almost single- 
handed originator 
of 
European 
Union, arrived first. But he was 
soon followed by Edwart Heath, 
Lord Privy Seal, who is the Brit­ 
ish minister charged with nego­ 
tiating Britain's entry into the 
European Common Market. 
Both men came for the same 
basic reason, because they want­ 
ed to test the W ashington climate 
for themselves, and to form their 
own estimate of President Ken­ 
nedy's chances of oassmg this 
bold trade liberalization program 
at this session of Congress. 
Monnet had other business as 
well. He wanted to talk with old 
Washington friends like Undersec­ 
retary of State George Ball and 
Secretary of the Treasury Douglas 
Dillon about the forms that Amer­ 
ican association with the European 
Common Market ought to take, 
when and if the Kennedy trade 
program becomes law Reported­ 
ly, he also found time for a 
slightly 
stormy 
dinner-meeting 
with Secretary of Agriculture Or­ 
ville Freeman. 
The storminess <a rare thing 
indeed in 
Monnet s 
encounters 
with Americans! was occasioned 
by the fact that the six present 
members of the Common Market 
are now nearing the end of their 
work on a common agricultural 
policy. The task has not been 
easy, for one main reason, lie- 
cause the West German farm­ 
ers are very high cost producers, 
•specially of grains, 
and 
very 
heavy voters, especially for Chan­ 
cellor Adenauer’s Christian Dem­ 
ocratic Union. 
The final deal cm a common 
agricultural policy has not been 
made. It may not be made this 
year, in fact. But the tendency is 
clear. Those countries in the Six,

like Germany, where prices for 
farm products are high and pro­ 
tected, will be asked to bring 
their prices down a bit over a 
period. The long term aim will 
be a single European price for 
farm products.

enjoy a slight competitive ad­ 
vantage in the European market. 
European needs for farm prod­ 
ucts which cannot be locally sat­

pay a slightly higher equalization 
fee 
At present the U. S annually 
exports to Europe about $1.1 bil­ 


lion of farm products. Of these 
exports, about one-third are rn 
crops—wheat and other grains, 
tobacco, poultry, and vegetable oils 
—which will he adversely affected 
by the Common Market’s new 
agricultural policy According to 
Agriculture Department experts, 
the eventual export loss in this 
area ot the sensitive one-third 
could reach 50 per ce 
with the 
heaviest loss in wheat exports. 
For just this reason, Secretary 
Freeman has been conducting a 
hard and apparently w inning fight 
within the Administration to have 
the President's trade bill drafted 
in such a way to provide bargain­ 
ing leverage which may soften 
the blow to our farm exports.

DAYS TO REMEMBER - Ad- 
mmistrators of W ashington, D. C., 
the national city, plan to make it 
tougher for the horde of publicity 
flacks who go around the nation 
promoting commemorative days, 
weeks and months. 
In recent weeks, for instance, 
the commissioners of the District 
of 
Columbia 
have 
refused 
to 
issue official proclamations for 
the observance of National Laugh 
Week, International Shut-in Day 
and

Day. 
To avoid future confusion on 
policy, which never has been set

While the committee is about 
it, the commissioners have also 
called for a review of the practice 
of giving keys to the city of visit­ 
ing dignitaries and quasi-digni* 
taries. 
Last year, for instance. 123 keys 
to the city were bestowed on visi­ 
tors — most of them bona fide 
recipients, but a few promoted by 
effective press agents. The com­ 
missioners want a policy on keys 
because they fear that indiscrimi­ 
nate bestowals will “cheapen” 
the gesture. 
It isn t a problem of supply. The 
keys are made at Lorton Reform­ 
atory. the penal institution for 
Washington.

The Europeans, in­ 
cluding even the pro-American 
Monnet, would he absolutely hor­ 
rified if the I' 
S. applied for 
membership in their dub, because 
our national size and power would 
overshadow all the other mem­ 
bers. What Monnet was discussing 
was U S.-European "association", 
to deal as partners with such 
specific matters as monetary’ im­ 
balances. raw mater.als surpluses, 
and so on 
In other words, European Union 
is not a Good Thing because it is 
the precursor (rf a sort of parlia­ 
ment of Western man It is only a 
Good Thing because rf promises 
to be a vital new element of 
Western strength, although a new 
element of strength which will 
also have man; inconveniences 
for this country, so long accus­ 
tomed to unchallenged leadership 
and domination

Halitosis May Originate In Mouth Or Nose 


There is a simple way to deter­ 
mine whether halitosis originates 
in the mouth or in the nose and 
throat: Ask your best friend to be 
the judge. Pinch the nostrils, hold 
the breath a moment, and allow 
the air in the mouth to escape 
without force. This is mouth air. 
Then close the lips firmly and 
exhale forcibly through the nos­ 
trils. This breath comes from the 
nose. throat, and lungs. The air 
by passes the mouth and when the 
odor is most noticeable from the 
nostrils, there is no sense worry­ 
ing abouth the teeth, tongue, or 
tonsils. Vice versa also is true. 
Common causes of halitosis are 
decaying teeth, unhealthy gums, 
or low grade infections in the 
nose. sinuses, throat, or bronchial

tree Food particles are trapped 
easily between the teeth and the 
papillae of the tongue. Halitosis 
occurs when the particles remain 
and begin to decay. 
Careful brushing is recommend­ 
ed followed by rinsing the mouth 
with water. A half teaspoonful of 
salt can be added to a glass of 
water, plus a drop or two of 
iodine. Odors from certin foods, 
alcohol, or tobacco are difficult to 
eliminate. A substitute odor can 
he obtained with gum or clove. 
Chewing one or two coffee beans 
also helps. 
A dry mouth encourages an of­ 
fensive breath. This may result

fa mes, faced the storm and the sav age, the desert and dis­ 
ease, swarmed ux >und the base of Mt. Dav idson and reached 
out to Aurora, to Reese Riv er and the mountains.of U|e 
Humboldt Crawling like huge flies ov er the bald skulls of 
lofty moimtains, plodding across alkaline deserts which 
pulsed with deluding mirages under the throbbing light, 
camping amid rocks worn out tn the conflicts of chaos, and 
thrown away upon the world, smiting with pick snd hammer 
the adamantinendoors of ths earth’s treasure chambers, 
these pioneers engaged their self-appointed task . . 
That self-appointed task was the panning, digging or ae 
quirement by other means of some of the gold and sliv er 
discov ered in 1858 to ex ist In big quantities in the Nev ada 
region. Samuel L. Clemens ("Mark Twain” ), aged 26 in 
1861, was one of the Knight Paladins who stuck to a self- 
appointed task in the gold fields while warfare waged fiercely 
in his home state of Missouri. 
Doubtless there were Southerners, too, In the gold rush, 
but the sentiments ex pressed among those who swarmed 
along the gt^d and silv er bearing hillsides and creeks of the 
Humboldt were predominantly pro-Union. 
A respectable number of old-timers and transients in 
Nev ada did not stop at mere ex pressions of s^timent, but 
marched off to war. Six companies of infantry and six 
companies of cav alry were raised in the Territory .

Same month, November 1861, framing of 
a constitution for a new state, West 
Virginia, was begun in a convention at Wheeling, a 
capital, Carson City, was chosen for the new Territory, 
set apart from Utah. West Virginia was to be the 35th 
state admitted to the Union, Nevada the 36th. 
Nevada attracted thousands of men away from 
where armies were being formed and engaging. A 
contemporary Nevada historian wrote in far out 
phraseology, **. . . over 50,000 of the brightest, bravest, 
most generous, enterprising and energetic men on earth, the 
Knight Paladins who challenged the brute forces of Nature 
to combat, the soldiers who, possessed with the aura sacra 
fames, faced the storm and the savage, the desert and dis­ 
ease, swarmed around the base of ML Davidson and reached ^ 
out to A urora to Reese River and the m ountains.of tlje 
Humboldt Crawling like huge flies over the bald skulls of 
lofty mountains, plodding across alkaline deserts which 
pulsed with deluding mirages under the throbbing light, 
camping amid rocks worn out in the conflicts of chaos, and 
thrown away upon the world, smiting with pick and hammer 
the adamantinendoors of the earth’s treasure chambers, 
these pioneers engaged their self-appointed task . . .” 
That self-appointed task was the panning, digging or ac­ 
quirement by other means of some of the gold and silver 
discovered in 1858 to exist in big quantities in the Nevada 
region. Samuel L. Clemens ( ‘Mark Twain’’), aged 26 in 
1861, was one of the Knight Paladins W 'ho stuck to a self- 
appointed task in the gold fields while warfare waged fiercely 
in his home state of Missouri. 
Doubtless there were Southerners, too, in the gold rush, 
but the sentiments expressed among those who swarmed 
along the gold and silver bearing hillsides and creeks of the 
Humboldt were predominantly pro-Union. 
A respectable number of old-timers and transients in 
Nevada did not stop at mere expressions of sentiment, but 
marched off to war. Six companies of infantry and six 
companies of cavalry were raised in the Territory.
